China at war forms the background for this second novel by the author of 
Moment in Peking and three non-fiction titles. Though in no sense a sequel, some of the 
characters reappear, and by implication, there is a definite link with the spirit of the 
earlier book. The story centers around Poya, rich, member of a great family, unhappy in 
his marriage; Lao Peng, Buddhist idealist, who would sacrifice all for the cause of 
China and humanity; and Malin, whose shady past brings disaster on her hopes for the fu- 
ture, but who finds her destiny in the two men who loved her. The background of a na- 
tion at war, with all that implies, gives a richer sense of China now than any report-~ 
orial account can convey, for Lin Yutang makes one feel people living and loving and 
hating and fearing and hoping, as life goes on. One reads for the picture of a great 
race - for a glimpse into lives remote from our own in their traditions and conceptions 
and philosophy. But most of all one reads for the sharing of the author's interpreta- 
tion of the meaning of today in China.

Bromfield, Louis WILD IS THE RIVER U Miukir /9- Harper 


This has the earmarks of a ten strike from the angle of sheer story appeal,-— 
romance, adventure, an American setting with unique ingredients for a skilled craftsman. 
Bromfield has taken advantage of every facet presented by his material: - New Orleans, 
after its capitulation to the North, but utterly with the Confederacy at heart, and hat- 
ing its conquerors with all the strength of its decadent, rotten dilettantism; the plan- 
tations along the Louisiana tayous and the Delta; and - for sharp contrast -— Boston draw- 
ing rooms, Mississippi river bottom land, jungles. Against this setting is told the in-~ 
credible story of a New England Don Juan, strutting his stuff as member of the staff of 
a gluttonous governor-—general (and his obnoxious wife), and of the gently reared New Eng- 
land girl, his fiancee, who defies the gossips and with her feminist aunt, sets forth 
for New Orleans, ostensibly to visit her uncle, the governor. Mad misadventures en route 
snap her into maturity, and - on arrival - she finds that her emotions have been sadly 
misplaced, her trust betrayed, while her hero sets his passion for a Madame against his 
ardor for the foreign-born widow in whose house he is quartered. Enter a very gentle, 
parfait knight, a Southerner with the spirit of a pioneer — and after more adventures, 
murder, plague, death by violence, true love finds a way. Exciting reading, a better 
integrated story than The Rains Came, but - in its details, distasteful for the fastid- 
ious palate, distressing in its sordid sensuality, too often unnecessary to the pattern 
of the tale. Furthermore, Bromfield, usually a sound craftsman, has contented himself 
with some inexcusably slipshod writing.

He is caught by rumors of German invasion, while on holi- 
day in the Jura mountains, and is asked to take two English children to safety in Eng- 
land. In their checkered progress across invaded France, he takes under his wing other 
children, - the niece of a matron at the Inn, a French child whose parents were killed 
by a dive bomber before his eyes, a Dutch urchin, and finally - as the price of his own 
freedom, a German child, whose Jewish blood condemns her to perpetual escape. What a 
picture of refugee glutted roads, of German dive bombers, of terror - and yet of the 
sentimental weak spot that exposes even the most hardened to the appeal of sheer good-

Benet, Laura YOUNG EDGAR ALLAN POE Dodd, Mead 


Edgar Allan Poe's biography makes eventful reading, though refurbishing it 
for adolescent consumpticn tends to shift the focus from most of the adult biographies. 
This is good reading, though occasionally the style is marred by lush over-writing. A 
fescinating personality emerges - with the irritating characteristics, the dark shadow, 
the weaknesses and unreliabilities all given fair place. A checkered career, punctu- 
ted with what might have stifled budding genius ordinarily in tragic inability to come 

drips with responsibilities, with financial matters. Orphaned early, he was adopted 
vy the Allans of Richmond, and brought up to luxurious tastes and habits; then thrust 
into the University of Virginia with inadequate funds, and thrust out again when ¢am— 
bling debts and tradesmen's debts caught up with him. The army - West Point-— both 
brief, unhappy periods. Relative happiness ultimately in Philadelphia, in an editorial 
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bacity. Sketchily, his relations with friends and the women he loved - and his mar- 
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riage to a child wife. Throughout the story of his life, the determination to write 
overrode all else. There is less than one might wish in the way of critical appraisal 
of his work, but enough is quoted to give an impetus to further reading. (11/10)
